Conservative Republican Er- 
nest Gibson, Governor of Vermont, 
recently told 1000 New England 
industrialists: “If New England is 
to prosper, we must abandon some 
of our traditional smugness. The 
world is moving very fast, and we 
must move with it. We cannot 
fight against social security, feder- 
al aid for education, and public 
housing. We must cooperate with 
organized labor.’ He added that 
New England, instead of trying to 
destroy the TVA, must start try- 
ing to get cheap electric power for 
themselves by such public power 
developments as the St. Lawrence 
project in order to remedy “one of 
the handicaps of the New England 
area — the high cost of electric 
energy.” 

Chancellor Robert M. Hutch- 
ins, of the University of Chicago, 
appearing before the convention of 
America’s newspaper editorial 
writers, recalled the Commission 
on the Freedom of the Press, made 
up of distinguished citizens in 
many walks of life, which made a 
report two or three years ago on 
the condition of our press (See 
Jetween The Lines, April 15, 
1947). 

“What did you, the newspaper 
editorial writers, do with it?’ he 
asked. “Some of you read the ecom- 
mission’s report incorrectly; some 
treated it unfairly; some used un- 
truthful headlines, and some just 
plain lied about it. 

“The American people are buy- 
ing newspapers,” he continued, 
“but they are paying no attention 
to the advice the newspapers give. 
The reasons the people who buy 
your newspapers do not take your 
advice is that they do not believe 
what vou say. They do not believe 
what you say because they do not 
believe you are disinterested. They 
do not believe you are responsible. 
The people buy newspapers today 
for a variety of reasons: To keep 
up with their favorite comic strip; 
to learn who won the fifth race at

HE VISION AND THE TASK: One encouraging thing about our 

situation with Russia is that everywhere the Soviet has extended its 
despotic power it has made the doctrines of communism so obnoxious 
that the people have emphatically turned against it, — often after wel- 
coming the red army as a deliverer. On the other hand eapitalism, in 
spite of its magnificent achievements, has revealed such glaring instan- 
ces of blind self-destruction within its own operative philosophy that its 
very survival is becoming a matter of concern among authorities whose 
sympathies for capitalism are beyond question. It may be one of the iron- 
ies of history that these two forces will not meet in a destructive clash 
after all, but will both go down, due to a lack of self-restraint and moral 
purpose within themselves. 

Think what a sweeping spiritual awakening in America could do 
to this picture, — communism defeating itself on every frontier, — 
America towering with new moral purpose and vision. There is a point 
and there is a task at which each of us can be working.

HE SHAPE OF THINGS TO COME — 1949: Most top flight 


economists advise that we are nearing the end of the post-war boom. 
What then? America could have continued prosperity; there are, for 
instance, millions of homes that need new or better or more extensive 
equipment, — the market is yet unlimited. On the other hand, we have 
so enormously increased our capacity to produce industrial goods and 
food that unless the public continues to have a high purchasing power, — 
that is, high wages, plenty of work for all, — an increasing slack will be- 
gin to appear between what we can produce and what the public is able 
to buy. 


THAT DIFFERENCE between what we can produce and what 


we can buy will be measured in surpluses, — the ghost that haunts the 
manufacturer, merchant and farmer; and unemployment — the ghost 


that haunts the worker, craftsmen and average citizen. 

Unfortunately too many business leaders are still following the 
primitive philosophy of keeping wages down as low as reasonably pos- 
sible and keeping profits as high as possible. In spite of all the propa- 
ganda to the contrary, wage drives on the part of labor have not been 
able to keep up with the profit drive; consequently the public purchasing 
power has been steadily sinking below price levels during past months. 


In that balance between wages and prices is the turning point — the 
danger line — the water level — between continued prosperity and a 
“depressing” influence on our economy — or a “depression.” 


POWERFUL BUSINESS INTERESTS will continue publicity 
campaigns, adroitly teaching that the American way of life, free enter- 
prise, is made up of business cycles which normally must include occa- 
sional depressions. In other words, by skillful innuendo and implication, 
the public is told that it must accept peacefully, and in a kindly manner, 
occasional years of unemployment, hunger and anxiety. But the “catch” 
is that the financial hierarchy, which pay for the ads you've been seeing, 
don’t fear a depression; for they, unlike most American families, don’t 
have to change their standard of living when depression strikes. 

LEADING FACTOR: But right here is a principal factor that 
is being overlooked by many business leaders: Because of increased edu- 
cational levels, due to the ever-widening miracle of our public school 
system (for all its shortecomings!), and a widening concept of life’s

New China 


One of the chief reasons 
government has taken no 
measures to save the Chiang Kai 
Shek government is because, sur- 
prisingly enough, many American 
business men in Asia do not take 
an alarming view of the prospect 
of Communist domination. In 
holding to a long perspective they 
believe that the Communist move- 
ment, like everything else that ever 
entered China, will soon be more 
Chinese than Communist. And 
they see in the fervor of the Chi- 
nese Communist leadership, which 
demands absolute personal honesty 
and rigidly penalizes graft and 
corruption, a force that may well 
purge Chinese officialdom of the 
custom of condoning corruption as 
an inevitable attribute of official 
life. Such corruption has taken a 
disastrous toll of business in 
China.

Contrary to popular conceptions 
fostered in this country, even fear 
of Russian domination of China is 
not taken too seriously by many 
American observers in Asia. They 
believe the Russians are too smart 
to attempt control over Chinese 
life. That has already been made 
clear in what is actually a sur- 
prising absence of Russian mili- 
tary cooperation with the Chinese 
Communist army. (See Between 
The Lines, Dee. 20, 48). The Rus- 
sians have been very cautious not 
to arouse animosity or fear on the 
part of the millions of independ- 
ent-spirited Chinese peasantry. 
The Russians know that commu- 
nism cannot succeed in China un- 
less it becomes a favored native 
doctrine, and many of our most 
authoritative observers in the 
Orient that the Chinese 
spirit of individualism and inde- 
pendence will transform commu- 
nism rather than communism 
transforming China.

tional depression. We do not believe the situation will drift that far. As 
soon as unemployment starts running into the millions again, some 
things will start to happen. It will not be a period of depression; it will be 
a period of transition. This transition will mean that the sanctity of wealth 
will be shatiered as it has been all over the earth. We pray that the sanctity 
of life will be more firmly established — but that depends upon the spiritual 
vision and leadership of the hour.

If wealth will not make the sacrifice and exhibit the courage of 
leadership to protect the welfare of the common people, then the people 
will commandeer, by its democratic power, the production processes 


which wealth controls — in order to maintain the welfare of the people. 
That process is going on elsewhere in varying degrees now — all the way 


from the moderate socialist systems of England, Sweden, ete., where ab- 
solute free enterprise still exists for the little and middle business men 
and farmer, — to the evil, contiscatory proletariat tyranny of Russia. 


THE PATH the U. S. will likely follow will be, for example, the 
control of industrial financing, industrial production and profits by gov- 
ernment commissions. The principle of the control of financing and pro- 
fits has already been inaugurated through the establishment of the Se- 
curities Exchange Commission and the excess profits tax. The control of 
production, i. e., long range planning with production regulated by an 
industrial planning commission to avoid over and under production, will 
come as a next step if necessity demands. Control by Federal commis- 
sions over banks, railroads, public utilities and public resources (such 
as oil, coal, timber) will take the reins away from the interlocking direc- 
torate system which has been in the hands of a comparatively few multi- 
millionaires in spite of the skillfully maintained camouflage of wide- 
spread ownership of stocks. The Atom Commission has already set this 
pattern. If these millionaire directorates lead out soon on a pattern of 
greater democratic sharing they will save themselves. But they will have 
to move soon. 


Any unprejudiced study of the records undeniably reveals that bank- 
ing, railroads, public utilities, etc., have been operated primarily for the 
benefit of the investment interests — with the public interest secondary. 


That day will end. 


Spread this pattern of change over the entire American economic 
scene and you see what the trends will be. The pace at which these 
changes come will be in relation to the pace by which an economic disin- 
tegration threatens the security of the American people. We are not ad- 
vocating these changes. We are simply analysing and forecasting from 
abundant evidences at hand what the trends seem to be. Any who misin- 
terpret this report as being “‘anti-capitalisitc’’ reveal the kind of economic 
illiteracy and blindness that threatens to doom our capitalism in the fu‘ure 
by refusing to acknowledge a changing world. We cannot stop the inevi- 
table changes that time brings; we can only become aware of those changes 
and seek to guide them and redeem them to higher purpose. American capi- 
talism cannot stand still any more than science, education or history can 
stand still. American capitalism has been great in the past — so great that 
it has awakened the common man to his rightful benefits in an organized, 
productive society. Therefore capitalism must share more and more with 
ever-widening social consciousness or it will be forced into new forms. 
We will soon be entering the full sweep of that crisis.

Yet every effort is being 
made by innuendo and implication 
to give the congressional commit- 
tee credit for the discovery. But 
the plain facts are that the con- 
gressional committee has not even 
yet uncovered anything that has 
not already been carefully inves- 
tigated by the FBI and the Dept.

One of the most powerful financial forces in America and in the 
world is the Dutech-British Shell Oil combine — with its many inter- 
lacing ties with other British and American oil corporations. Dutch and 
British tin cartels and the Dutch and British rubber monopolies are all 
closely knit together with Shell.

Who arranged this early diversion and perversion of American 
arms to the Dutch imperialists without the knowledge or consent of the 
American people; who promoted this financing of war against freedom, 
this treasonable betrayal of American ideals and money? 


Our Government knows who these men are and where their ottices 
are in New York. Some of our congressmen are fuming and indignant 
over certain papers being passed out to Russia ten years ago which con- 
tained so-called “secrets” — information that was known to every diplo- 
mat in the world at the time. If these congressmen are really sincere in 
protecting the interest and ideals of America, why don’t they do some 
investigating of those forces which have carried out a betrayal of the 
American people greatly exceeding any of the small time Communist 
gum-shoeing that has been hysterically waved before the American 
people? But these congressmen will do little, for it’s not “good polities” 
to start investigations that lead to the threshold of certain stately door- 
ways in New York. 

A destruction of liberty is going on in Indonesia approaching 
anything the evil tyrants of Russia have ever perpetrated. The enormous 
propaganda weapons we have handed over to Russia as a result of this 
debacle are also incaleulable. And the skillful manipulators of Moscow 
will not fail to use them to the utmost against America and American 
interests in the world.

We seek 
to be neither pro-labor nor anti-labor, neither pro-administration nor 
anti-administration. We favor neither political party over the other. 
We believe heartily in the American doctrine of free enterprise but 
believe that doctrine was meant to protect the enterprise of the small as 
well as the great and was not intended as a shield to guarantee the 
right of the strong to strangle the weak. We believe the weaknesses in 
our capitalism are chiefly spiritual, — selfishness, greed and moral 
indifference, — therefore we do not believe that un-Christian social- 
ism is the answer for un-Christian capitalism. We follow the principle 
that it is not enough to oppose war; we must seek out and endeavor to 
remedy the causes of war. Because deception and suppression are the 
principal instruments of greed and hatred we are constantly com- 
pelled to report trends, developments and facts that are contrary to 
popular veiwpoints and propaganda, hence we are frequently in the 
uncomfortable position of going against the tide of headline-commen- 
tary opinion. But as thousands of our readers testify, it is that effort 
which makes Between The Lines worthwhile. Much “popular” thought 
is artificially stimulated, warped and misleading. For instance, our 
reports during the war steadily ran contrary to the hysterical war 
propaganda; since the war we forecast the suicide ride of the GOP 
and warned against the prevailing philosophy that labor was “licked,” 
the unions “busted” and the New Deal over. We speak of this humbly 
and sincerely — for we have made mistakes too, but as a constant 
stream of mail from business men, university students, professors 
and clergymen indicate, Between The Lines is hitting the mark.

As in the U.S. S. R., the Com- 
munist law holds that attempts to 
organize a strike, even for a high- 
er wage, is a crime against the 
state and must be crushed by the 
police like any other “terrorist 
plot.” It is significant that such 
news items are not only featured 
im the usual American dailies but 
also labor periodicals are playing 
them up now to further the cause 
of driving communism out of the 
unions where they are known to 
retain a foothold. 

Labor Purge: The self imposed 
purge of communism from the 
ranks of organized labor has gone 
on apace throughout American 
unionism. In the annual conven- 
tions of both the CIO and the AFL 
meeting recently, the chief order 
of business was to finish the job 
of kicking the Communists out. 
Never as dominant as the anti- 
labor voices filling press and radio 
have pictured them, the Commu- 
nists have been driven out of al- 
most every labor group in the 
country.
